AN OLD WORLD QUACK, 


Queer Practices of Dr. Mesmer in 
Ancient Paris, 

Ancient Paris/ just as New York or 
Chicago to-day, was a center for 
quacks. Here is an early mention of 
Mesmer and his method: “Dr, Mes¬ 
mer lodged in the Place Vendome. In 
the middle of his consulting hall was 
a large bucket filled with the bottoms 
of bottles and covered with a green 
cloth. From this protruded long 
switches of metal with spigots and 
swivels. All these metallic branches 
were bent in a semicircle, which gave 
the bucket the appearance of an enor¬ 
mous spider. The Mesmerists were 
ranged side by side, each holding the 
end of his own switch against his 
cfiest, the pit of the stomach, his loins, 
ears, eyes, eyes, throat, etc. All the 
patients were in different attitudes, 
some trembling and covered with 
sweat, others in frightful convulsions.

USE OF HAND SEPARATORS. 


Care and Intelligence Should'be Used 
in Their Management. 

Some of the creameries insist on 
having the farmers furnish cream 
carrying 50 per cent, butter fat; this 
is done to save express 'charges but 
it should be remembered that it is 
much more difficult to produce cream 
as rich as that and still dp good skim¬ 
ming. Remember that separator is a 
delicately adjusted piece of machin¬ 
ery and hence needs the best of care 
in every respect. Slovenly wdrk can¬ 
not produce high class results. In 
the first place, the machine must be 
set perfectly level and securely bolted 
to a strong floor, but it is preferable 
to set the machine on a stone or ce¬ 
ment foundation. This done, see to 
it that the milk is not allowed to get 
cold before skimming. As near as 
possible, skim as soon as the milk is 
drawn from the cow. The tempera¬ 
ture should at least not fall much be¬ 
low 80 degrees F. Bear in mind what 
the directions furnished with the ma¬ 
chine say in regard to speed and uni¬ 
formity of turning the handle. Many 
people who are not accustomed to the 
machine start it with a jerk and keep 
up that jerky motion during the entire 
separation. Keep the same pressure 
on the handle at all times; do not re¬ 
lax the pressure when the handle bar 
is down for that is where the jerky 
motion originates. Until one be¬ 
comes accustomed to the speed, a 
watch* should be used by which to 
time the revolutions. Any of the 
standard machines will do good work 
and it is safe- to say that any man who 
will closely follow the directions giv¬ 
en by the makers' of his machine will 
get good results, but bear in mind that 
guess work counts for little in run¬ 
ning a modern cream separator; care 
and intelligence must be used. 


Simple Test for Cream. 

A very simple test and one which, 
although not altogether reliable, is 
better than none, is the judgment of 
milk by the amount of cream it will 
show. This is not an accurate test, 
because it may fail to show cream 
when it should or it may show more 
than it ought; however, it will not 
show cream if there is none in the 
milk. With two samples of milk hav¬ 
ing the same amount of fat different 
results may appear with this test, as 
the proportion of the fat globules 
which rise, depends somewhat on the 
age of the milk and the way it was 
handled before delivery. If fat glo¬ 
bules have much difficulty in rising, 
only a small part of them will get to 
the top and they may carry up with 
them so much of the other constitu¬ 
ents that there will be a large bulk 
of poor cream. When the test is care¬ 



fully conducted and conditions are 
favorable to the rise of cream, fair 
results can usually be obtained, This 
test requires a long, graduated glass 
tube which is filled with milk to the 
Zero mark and allowed to stand in a 
cool place for twenty to twenty-four 
hours. The cream is aided in rising 
by warming the milk to 100° F, 'and 
then setting it. in the tube, in cold 
water, or the tube may be filled half 
full of milk and the remainder With 
warm water, which raises the tem¬ 
perature and reduces the viscosity; 
in such case only half as much cream 
.will appear as the milk is to be given 
credit for; for example, if the con¬ 
tents of a glass are half water and 
show 10 per cent, cream upon the 
scale, this means, of course, 20 per 
cent, of the milk. If the milk is the 
same each day 1 and is tested in toe 
satne way, there should be little dif¬ 
ference in the cream shown. Tubes 
graduated specially for this test are 
sold by dairy-supply firms. The cream 
test furnishes a good opportunity to 
look for sediment; if the milk is not 
clean, dirt can be seen in the bot¬ 
tom of the cylinder. Care should bo 
taken to carry the tube quietly so (hat 
neither the cream nor the Sedi¬ 
ment will be disturbed,

RECKLESS BIRDS IN ENGLAND, 


Strange Accidents to Feathery Creat¬ 
ures on the Wing, 

The partridge which blundered 
through one of the windows of an ex, 
cursion train on its way from Leices¬ 
ter to Yarmouth is not the first bird to 
meet with an adventure of the kind. 
On the arrival of a London train at 
Luton not long since a siyan was 
found majestically seated upon the 
roof of the last carriage; one Sunday 
evening last year, between Norwich 
and Wells, an owl dashed against the 
looKout window of an engine, smash¬ 
ing it to. fragments, and falling on the 
footplate, where it was secured. An 
even more extraordinary incident oc¬ 
curred not long ago on the line be¬ 
tween Btishey and Watford. A bird 
dashed through the open window, 
and was followed by a sparrow hawk 
in hot pursuit. The victim flew vio¬ 
lently against the opposite window 
and was killed, while the hawk, after 
dashing about the compartment, to 
the consternation of the passengers, 
became entangled in the netted cord 
of the hatraclc and was caught.—Lon¬ 
don Chronicle. 


The Great Lakes. 

The elevation of the great lakes 
above the tide water in the Hudson 
River, as shown by many years of ob¬ 
servation, is as follows: Lake On¬ 
tario, elevation, 247.25 feet; Lake Erie, 
573.59 feet; Lake Huron, 581.92 feet; 
Lake Michigan, 581.92 feet; Lake Su¬ 
perior, 602.39 feet. 

There are remarkable periodic 
variations in the heights of the lakes, 
more particularly of Lake Erie. There 
is an annual fluctuation, and other 
fluctuations occur quite regularly 
every few years. 


Mexican Water Power. 

Recently a great many concessions 
have been granted by the Mexican 
Department off Public Works to com¬ 
panies and individuals for the utiliza¬ 
tion of water from the streams of that 
republic for the generation of power. 
The government is fully awake to the 
desirability of having the water pow¬ 
er of the country fully developed,' and 
it offers very liberal concessions to 
bona fide companies or individuals 
who desire to utilize it.

John Philip Sousa, the conductor, 
has received notice of his promotion 
from Officer de l’Academic Francaise 
to “Officier de 1’Iinstruction Publique” 
of France. The new distinction 
gives Mr. Sousa the golden palms and 
rosette of the French Academy. He 
is the only American who has received 
this decoration. He is also a member 
of the Royal Victorian order of Eng¬ 
land, having been decorated by King 
Edward VII. three years ago. 


King Edward’s First Speech. 

King Edward made his first speech 
in public when he was ten. He was 
visiting Newcastle with Queen Vic¬ 
toria, and thanked some member of 
the corporation for presenting him a 
handsome paper cutter.

Our last '“Talk” was on Fiction, 
and as heretofore and must also be 
in this case, neither space, time, nor 
public demand permitted us to give 
other than a few brief suggestions.

So, by hereditary in¬ 
fluences and the current circunr 
stances, of our immediate environ, 
ment the accumulated experience of 
oui ancestors becomes, in a. great 
degree, our own experience. 

But God does not stop here in pro. 
viding for our good. We not only 
inherit the accumulated experience 
of our ancestors, but He has so ar¬ 
ranged that we may profit by and 
through the experience of the best 
personages of the whole world—the 
accumulated wisdom of ages—and it 
is not always the experience and 
wisdom of superiors through which 
we may be greatly benefited, but : 
often the experience, philosophy and 
wisdom of lesser beings, are great 
helps to us, if we are but brought in¬ 
to the proper touch with them. At 
first this all may seem a startling 
statement, but it is true. But how - 
can it be possible? We cannot come ^ 
into contact with many hundreds at 1 
once so that the accumulated wisdom c 
and experience of the large number 1 
may be a power of great good to us. 

The varied virtues and knowledge c 
and experience would indeed over- § 
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" ' ~ '“““I Mount, Concord or Boston, without 

feeling that such men as Christ, St. 
John, St, Paul, or even Shakespeare, 
Scott, Wordsworth, Emerson and 
Phi'lips Brooks made “the very place 
of their feet” glorious, 

If, then, the subject of any biog- 
raphsy we may contemplate has , 
been a man of large and genuine 
sympathy who has felt and labored 
for hfis fellow creatures, he is really 
a great man, and we shall be bene¬ 
fited by a study of his life; and the 
the very, high motives and principles 
that actuated that life must certain¬ 
ly become, in a large degree, the pre 
dominating influences in our own 
lives.

Just a little over 200 years ago the 
battle of Blenheim was fought. That 
name has been familiar to Americans 
as the home of the Marlboroughs 
since the marriage of Miss Consuelo 
Vanderbilt to the present duke. The 
anniversary of the fight whs celebrat¬ 
ed Aug. 13. The original Blenheim 
is a small village in Bavaria on the 
left bank of the Danube, near the 
town of Hochstett. The battle was 
' fought between the English and.their 
allies, commanded by the celebrated 
John, first duke of Marlborough, and 
the French and Bavarians under Mar¬ 
shal Tabard and the elector of Ba¬ 
varia. The result of the lighting was 
the utter defeat of the latter with the 
loss of about 12,000 killed and 13,000 
prisoners, including Tallard. Bavaria 
became the prize of the conquerors. 
In recognition of his brilliant services 
the British parliament gave Marlbor¬ 
ough the honor of Woodstock and the 
“hundred” of Wootton, and built for 
him the splendid palace at Wood- 
stock which is named after the great 
victory he had just achieved.
